Mixed messages came down al¬ 
most as hard as the snow Thurs¬ 
day leading to an aborted clos¬ 
ure of Anthony Henday Drive. 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice sent out a public notifi¬ 
cation Thursday afternoon 
around 3:30 p.m., in response 
to the heavy snowfall, stating 
the busy ring road would be 
closed immediately and remain 
closed for several hours. 

The road was re-opened 
around 5:30 p.m., before po¬ 
lice had even fully managed to 
close it to traffic.

Hogan said the province 
takes closing a highway veiy 
seriously and they just didn’t 
feel it was warranted. 

He said with so much going 
on during the day Thursday, 
there was a lot of communi¬ 
cation going back and forth 
between the province and poli¬ 
cing agencies. 

Going forward the province 
intends to talk to all agencies 
and look at what happened and 
what could be done better. 

“We learned from it and 
certainly we will be doing some 
follow up with not just EPS, but 
all of our partners as a result of 
this,” he said. 

Hogan also emphasized that 
Alberta 511 is the government’s 
official source on road closures.

For Colby Boyko, working 
underground in Edmonton’s 
LRT system is a refreshing 
change of pace. 

Boyko, a foreman with PNR 
Railworlcs, is helping to over¬ 
see the replacement of the 
35-year-old rails in the city’s 
LRT system. Usually, the work 
to replace and upgrade rail 
lines takes workers outside in 
remote and cold places. 

Instead, for the past month 
Boyko and his team have been 
methodically replacing the rails 
between Churchill and Central 
LRT stations. 

Even as train after train of 
morning commuters passes 
just a few feet away, Boyko said 
he doesn’t mind — he’s happy 
to be working in a warm and 
diy environment. “I don’t even 
notice them anymore,” he said. 

He and his crew are tak¬ 
ing the wooden ties out and 
replacing them with concrete 
plinths, bolting them deep into 
the concrete. New sections of 
rail go on top of that. 

Boyko thought they might 
find some surprises from the 
crew who first put in the rails, 
but so far there haven’t been 
any. He said the major differ¬ 
ence between this operation 
and what would have happened 
years ago is the precision of the

work, which is often down to 
the millimetre. “We are right to 
the T on eveiything, because 
we have surveying. When they 
did it 35 years ago, I don’t think 
they had as much technology 
as what we have now.” 

The rail-replacement pro¬ 
ject has left trains alternating 
on a one-way stretch between 
the stations and caused delays 
in the system, but the disrup¬ 
tion will be worth it in the end, 
city workers say. 

“The rail has reached the 
end of its life and it’s an oppor¬ 
tune time to replace it,” project 
manager Chris Nelson said. 

The section between 
Churchill and Central is one 
of a few major curves in the 
system, and curves put added 
stress on the rails. 

“When the train is negoti¬ 
ating the curve, its centrifugal 
force wants to take it to the 
outside and that exaggerates 
the wear on the outside rail,” 
Nelson said. 

That wear creates an align¬ 
ment problem, and Nelson said 
when the work is finished, the 
trains will run smoother. Work¬ 
ers are also adding a third rail 
that the trains will lean on 
while taking the curve.

Institution asks faculty,

The University of Alberta’s 
executive team spent their 
weekend reviewing and dis¬ 
cussing a draft letter of ex¬ 
pectation they received from 
the Government of Alberta 
late Friday 

The letter contains min- 
istiy expectations for the U 
of A and the post-secondary 
sector, including more col¬ 
laboration with other post- 
secondaiy institutions and 
a research focus that aligns 
with the province’s economic 
needs. 

It comes after the March 
7 budget, which saw cuts to 
the operating grants of the 
province’s post-secondaiy in¬ 
tuitions, and a promise from 
Minister of Enterprise and 
Advanced Education Thomas 
Lulcaszulc to send letters to 
each of Alberta’s 26 operat¬ 
ing institutions about their 
mandates. 

“What we have right now 
is an orchestra of some virtu¬ 
osos — they are fabulous at 
what they do,” said Lulcaszulc 
after the budget was released. 

“I would put our post- 


secondaiy schools against 
any others in the world, but, 
unfortunately, this orchestra 
doesn’t have a conductor, and 
they’re all playing their own 
tune and they’re off-beat.” 

In a blog posted on the 
U of A’s website about the 
letter of expectation, U of 
A president Indira Sam¬ 
arasekera and acting provost 


and vice-president (academic) 
Martin Ferguson-Pell stated 
that in general they think 
much of the letter aligns with 
the school’s mandate. 

“However, there are some 
aspects of the letter that con¬ 
cern us and warrant closer 
examination, clarification 
and discussion,” the blog post 
states.

Couple 
recovers 
after car 
plows into 
busbench 

Anthony Irving writhed in 
pain but his real concern was 
for his sobbing fiancee lying 
just a few feet away. 

The pair of five years had 
been sitting on a bus bench 
in the Calgaiy community of 
Thorncliffe Saturday when 
police say a black Honda was 
cut off by another vehicle 
and swerved into them. 

“I just jumped, kicked off 
the car and landed on the 
ground.... I went flying a few 
feet,” Irving, 21, told Metro 
during an interview at Foot¬ 
hills Medical Centre Sunday. 

He suffered a broken 
tibia, which surgeons have 
now pinned back in place, 
and numerous cuts and 
scrapes to his face. 

But fiance Miranda Buzz- 
ell, 20, took the force of the 
vehicle straight-on — the 
impact drove her leg back 
into the bench, resulting in 
numerous broken bones. 

Families of both victims 
said things could have been 
worse and credited two 
bystanders for leaping into 
action — both used their 
own belts to tie around the 
battered legs and stop the 
bleeding. 

“She could have lost her 
leg or worse.... For someone 
to step up to the plate and 
help out, that needs to be 
recognized,” Liz said.

Municipalities must 
work together: Griffiths 


An expanded government pro¬ 
gram for municipalities will 
give them the choice of work¬ 
ing with their neighbours or 
losing out on funding. 

Munici¬ 
pal Affairs 
Minister 
Doug Grif¬ 
fiths said last 
week that 
the prov¬ 
ince wants 
to phase out 
an existing 
grant pro¬ 
gram in fa¬ 
vour of one 
that encourages co-operation. 

“The money will still be 
available if they find better 
ways to be efficient and effect¬ 
ive with taxpayer dollars, find 
better ways to collaborate, de¬ 
liver services better and be in¬ 
novative and creative,” Griffiths 
said. 

The province is moving a 


small grant program that most 
municipalities receive into the 
Regional Collaboration Pro¬ 
gram. Edmonton doesn’t re¬ 
ceive money from the existing 
program, but will be allowed to 
apply to the new program. 

Griffiths said municipalities 
that might have been reluctant 
to work with their neighbours 
in the past will have to if they 
want to qualify for provincial 
cash. 

“They are going to learn 
how to or they won’t get the 
funding,” he said. “It’s that 
simple.” 

To counter the pressures of 
added growth, municipalities 
must be willing to try new 
things and be prepared for 
change, he said. 

“When we have 100,000 
people moving here eveiy year, 
we have got to be proactive. 
This is not regular business — 
we need proactive work.”

Pipe Trouble 


Broadcaster

Ontario’s public broad¬ 
caster has launched a 
review of an online game 
funded by taxpayers that 
shows the bombing of a 
gas pipeline. 

TV Ontario commis¬ 
sioned the game Pipe 
Trouble to accompany 
a documentaiy about 
the pipeline debate. A 
TVO blog described it as 
a “companion ethical 
game” to a documentaiy 
that deals with local op¬ 
position to pipelines and 
the bombing of pipelines 
in Peace River, B.C. 

The game drew criti¬ 
cism from the premiers 
of Alberta and British Col¬ 
umbia.

Hour compared to the same 
time the week before, Edmon¬ 
tonians used more power dur¬ 
ing Earth Hour than in the 60 
minutes before the switch-off. 

“Our power consumption 
right before Earth Hour was 
actually lower than during 
Earth Hour,” Epcor spokes¬ 
person Nikki Van Dusen said.

“It could have been influ¬ 
enced by conservation effort, 
for sure,” she said. “Although, 
it is normal to see variations of 
up to 10 per cent of power con¬ 
sumption from one week to 
the next for the same period.” 

Power consumption in 
Edmonton on Saturday was 
921.37 megawatts during 
Earth Hour, compared to 950.1 
megawatts during the same 
time period on March 16.

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Semantics. Definition of 
‘bullying’ a tough choice 
for Canadian lawmakers 


Provinces introducing laws to 
crack down on school bullies 
are taking different approach¬ 
es as they decide where to 
draw the line between chron¬ 
ic abuse and a one-time insult 
or slight. 

There are also questions, 
as in Manitoba, as to whether 
legislation will have any ef¬ 
fect. That province’s proposed 
law does not require princi¬ 
pals to hand down specific 
penalties or even report bully¬ 
ing to parents or authorities. 

Much of the debate has fo¬ 
cused on the exact definition 
of bullying. 

The definition under a 
bill now before the Manitoba 
legislature is so general, it 
could make bullies out of any 
student, argue the Opposition 
Progressive Conservatives. 

“It’s so vague ... that it will 
either be unenforceable or en¬ 
forced arbitrarily,” said educa¬ 
tion critic Kelvin Goertzen. 
“It’s going to make bullies out 
of a whole lot of people.” 

The province’s education 
minister said the wording is

Autopsy pending. 

Boris Berezovsky fell 
out with Putin and fled 
to avoid fraud charges 
he said were politically 
motivated 


British police said Sunday they 
have no evidence to suggest 
third-party involvement in the 
death of Boris Berezovsky, the 
self-exiled Russian tycoon who 
went from Kremlin kingmaker 
to fiery critic. 

With an investigation 
underway, police are treating 
the death of Berezovsky—who 
fled to Britain in the early 2000s 
after a bitter falling-out with 
Russian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin — as unexplained. But the 
former oligarch survived assas¬ 
sination attempts and recently 



faced financial difficulties, 
prompting speculation as to 
whether his death was part of a 
conspiracy — or suicide. 

Police said Sunday it would 
be wrong to speculate on how 
Berezovsky died pending the 
results of an autopsy. 

“We are at the early stages 
of the investigation and we are 


retaining an open mind as we 
progress,” said Detective Chief 
Inspector Kevin Brown. 

Police released some details 
on the circumstances that trig¬ 
gered their investigation into 
his demise and a check for haz¬ 
ardous materials at the prop¬ 
erty in Ascot, a town 40 kilo¬ 
metres west of London where 
Berezovsky’s body was found 
on Saturday. They said an em¬ 
ployee of Berezovsky told how 
he had called an ambulance 
after becoming concerned 
for Berezovsky’s welfare and 
forced open a locked bathroom 
door to find the tycoon’s body 
on the floor. 

After a paramedic declared 
Berezovsky dead and left the 
scene, a device measuring his 
exposure to radiation was trig¬ 
gered, which is why chemical 
and radiations experts were 
called to examine the property.

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UN official visits Myanmar city hit hard by ethnic clashes

The top UN envoy to My¬ 
anmar on Sunday toured a 
central city wracked by the 
country’s worst Buddhist- 


Muslim violence this year, 
calling on the government 
to punish those respon¬ 
sible for a tragedy that left 
dozens of corpses piled in 
the streets, some of them 
charred beyond recognition. 

Vijay Nambiar, the UN 
secretary-general’s special 
adviser on Myanmar, also 
visited some of the nearly 
10,000 people driven from 
their homes after sectar¬ 
ian unrest shook the city of 


Meilchtila for several days 
this week. Most of the dis¬ 
placed are minority Mus¬ 
lims, who appeared to have 
suffered the brunt of the 
violence as armed Buddhist 
mobs roamed the city. 

Nambiar said he was en¬ 
couraged to learn that some 
individuals in both com¬ 
munities had bravely helped 
each other and that reli¬ 
gious leaders were now ad¬ 
vocating peace. He said the 


people he spoke to believe 
the violence “was the work 
of outsiders,” but he gave no 
details. 

“There is a certain degree 
of fear and anxiety among 
the people, but there is no 
hatred,” Nambiar said after 
visiting both groups on 
Sunday and promising the 
United Nations would pro¬ 
vide as much help as it can 
to get the city back on its

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Cyprus, creditors reach 
tentative deal on bailout

EU financial crisis. 

Last-minute agreement 
will restructure country’s 
second-largest bank and 
tax large bank deposits 


Tense negotiations between 
Cyprus and its international 
creditors yielded a prelimin- 
aiy agreement early Monday 
that paves the way for the 
cash-strapped island nation to 
receive a $13.3-billion bailout, a 
diplomat said. 

The agreement between 
Cyprus, the International Mon- 
etaiy Fund and the European 
Commission still needs approv¬ 
al by the 17-nation eurozone’s 
finance ministers, who were 
also meeting in the same build¬ 
ing in Brussels. 

Without a deal by Monday 
night, the tiny Mediterranean 
island nation of about one mil¬ 
lion would face the prospect of 
bankruptcy, which could force 
it to abandon the euro currency 


and spur turmoil in the euro¬ 
zone of 300 million people. 

Under the last-ditch agree¬ 
ment, Cyprus’ second-largest 
bank, Laiki, will be restructured 
and holders of bank deposits 
of more than 100,000 euros 
(about $132,900) will have to 
take losses. It was not immedi¬ 
ately clear whether the holders 
of large deposits in the remain¬ 
ing Cypriot banks would also 
be forced to take losses. 

The diplomat, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
pending the official announce¬ 
ment, did not elaborate on how 
much large deposit holders 
would lose. Making them take 
a hit is expected to net several 
billion dollars, thus reducing 
the amount of rescue loans the 
country needs. 

To secure a rescue loan 
package, Nicosia had to find 
ways to raise $7.7 billion so it 
could qualify for the bailout. It 
resisted pressure by creditors 
to also unwind the country’s 
largest lender, Bank of Cyprus.

Smoking. Ex-surgeon general 
joins board of e-cigarefte firm 


Former U.S. surgeon general 
Dr. Richard Carmona, who 
highlighted the dangers of sec¬ 
ondhand smoke and supported 
a ban on all tobacco products, 
is joining the board of directors 
for NJOY Inc., the U.S.’s leading 
electronic cigarette company 
— a move that could bring 
increased legitimacy to e-ciga¬ 
rettes as a viable alternative to 
traditional cigarettes. 

The country’s senior public 
health official under President 
George W. Bush from 2002 to 
2006 will advise the Arizona- 
based company on public 
health and regulatoiy issues. 
He’ll also spearhead its re¬ 
search of the battery-powered 
devices that heat a liquid nico¬ 
tine solution and create vapour 
that users inhale. The private 
company’s flagship NJOY KING 
product is the top-selling e-ciga¬ 
rette. 

In 2006, Carmona published 
a comprehensive report that 
concluded that breathing any 
amount of someone else’s to¬ 
bacco smoke harms nonsmok¬ 
ers and was instrumental in 
smoking bans around the coun¬ 
try. And in testimony to a Con¬ 
gressional committee in 2003,

Carmona was critical about the 
possibility of safer tobacco al¬ 
ternatives to smoking. 

“Definitely there’s an argu¬ 
ment that can be made for 
harm reduction, but clearly 
more research needs to be 
done,” Carmona said. “I’m 
probably going to be (the com¬ 
pany’s) biggest critic.... I still 
look at my job as being a doc¬ 
tor of the people and I’m going 
to look at the science.... If we 
can find a viable alternative 
that gave us harm reduction as 
people are withdrawing from 
nicotine, I’m happy to engage 
in that science and see if we can 

dO that.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 



Executive compensation. PepsiCo 
CEO’s pay falls to $12.6M in 2012 


PepsiCo gave CEO Indra Nooyi 
a pay package worth $12.6 mil¬ 
lion US last year, which is down 
11 per cent from the previous 
year, as the soda-and-snaclc 
food giant changed the way 
it awards long-term incentive 
compensation. 

The company did away with 
outright option awards last 
year and instead gave Nooyi a 
long-term incentive award tied 
to the performance of the com¬ 
pany’s future stock price and 
other metrics. That figure is not 
included in the pay summaiy 
filed with the Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission. 


For the year, Nooyi’s base 
salaiy was roughly even with 
the previous year at $1.6 mil¬ 
lion US. Her annual incentive 
pay rose 32 per cent to $3.3 mil¬ 
lion US, as PepsiCo said it met 
its financial goals during a year 
of restructuring. 

Nooyi, 57, has been CEO 
since 2006. Last year, she an¬ 
nounced a reset for the com¬ 
pany after losing market share 
to Coca-Cola Co. and coming 
under pressure from investors 
to improve performance. The 
reset included job cuts and 
more investment in flagship 
brands, the associated press

Employment. Despite

Whether it means opening 
school track meets to a de^ 
child or developing a new lunch 
menu with safe alternatives for 
students with food allergies, re¬ 
cent Obama administration de¬ 
cisions could significantly affect 
Americans with disabilities. 

But there’s been little 
progress in one of the most 
stubborn challenges: em¬ 
ploying the disabled. 

According to government 
labour data, of the 29 million 
working-age Americans with a 
disability — those who are 16 
years and older — 5.2 million 
are employed. That’s 18 per cent 
of the disabled population and 
is down from 20 per cent four 
years ago. The employment rate 
for people without a disability 
was 63 per cent in Februaiy. 

The job numbers for the 
disabled haven’t budged much 
since the passage of the Amer¬ 
icans with Disabilities Act of 
1990, which gave millions of 
disabled people civil rights pro¬ 
tections and guaranteed equal 
opportunity in employment, 


Federal hiring 


• One silver lining in the 
lagging U.S. employ¬ 
ment for the disabled 
has been federal hiring. 
The latest data from the 
U.S. Office of Personnel 
Management shows 
nearly 15 per cent 
of new federal hires 
between 2010 and 2011 
were people with dis¬ 
abilities, up from 10 per 
cent the previous year. 


public accommodations, gov¬ 
ernment services and more. 

The National Council on 
Disability’s Jeff Rosen said long¬ 
standing prejudicial attitudes 
need to be addressed to boost 
jobs. 

“Employers are still catch¬ 
ing on to the fact that the needs 
of most workers with disabil¬ 
ities aren’t special, but employ¬ 
ees with disabilities often bring 
specialized skills to the work¬ 
place,” Rosen said. 

“Perhaps no one knows how 
to adapt, think critically or find 
solutions better than someone 
who has to do so daily in order 
to navigate a world that wasn’t 
built with them in mind.”

Falklands, Argentina ill-equipped to prevent 
unlicensed fleet scooping up too much squid 


It was a rare victoiy in the squid 
wars: Argentina’s coast guard 
cutter Thompson fired warning 
shots at two Chinese trawlers, 
blocking their escape into inter¬ 
national waters. Ten tons of 
squid were found in the holds 
of the Lu Rong Yu 6177 and 
6178 after they were hauled 
into port on Christmas Day. 

But this was just the first 
such capture in two years, a 


minor disturbance to the hun¬ 
dreds of unlicensed, unregulat¬ 
ed fishing vessels that exploit 
the South Atlantic, pulling out 
an estimated 300,000 tons of 
ilex squid a year. 

The species, which roams 
across the maritime bound- 
aiy between Argentina and 
the Falkland Islands, is key to 
a food chain that sustains pen¬ 
guins, seals, birds and whales. 


Managed well, it could sustain 
a vigorous fishing industry and 
steady revenues for both gov¬ 
ernments. 

But the two sides aren’t 
even talking. Argentina pulled 
out of a fisheries management 
organization it had shared with 
Falklands in 2005. The lack of 
co-operation has left both sides 
ill-equipped to deal with the 
fleet scooping up squid just 


beyond their maritime bound¬ 
aries, and sometimes within. 

“It’s like the Wild West out 
there,” said Millco Schvartz- 
man, who campaigns against 
overfishing for Greenpeace 
International. “There are more 
than 200 boats out there all 
the time,” and many routinely 
follow squid into Argentina’s 
economic exclusion zone, he 
added, the associated press

If, for example, you 
withdraw $10,000 at 
age 30 through the 
HBP, that sum of money 
compounded at seven 
per cent for 25 years 
adds up to a little less 
than $55,000 (before 
tax). So you would miss 
out on nearly $45,000 
in compounded interest 
and reinvested returns by 
withdrawing early. 

Second, when you re¬ 
pay one-fifteenth of those 
borrowed funds each 
year, you don’t get any 
tax writeoffs on those 
repayments because they 
aren’t considered RRSP 
contributions — it’s not 
new money. 

Third, if you can’t 
repay the minimum 
amount, you will be 
taxed on the difference 
between what you still 
owe and what you paid. 

The primary benefits 
of the HBR are: First, it 
promotes home owner¬ 
ship, which is a valuable 
investment and can allow 
you immediate access to 
the real estate market. 
Second, repayments 
don’t impact your annual 
RRSP deduction limit. 
Third, if you are flush 
with cash you can repay 
earlier. 

Experts have differing 
opinions on the HBP. But 
the general consensus is 
that if you can afford not 
to use the plan, don’t. 

The loss of compounded 
interest and reinvested 
returns on your RRSP will 
seriously impact your net 
worth goals.

A small part of home financing 


Mortgages. There are 
a number of elements 
to consider when 
securing a home loan

Your monthly mortgage pay¬ 
ment is just one small part 
of home financing. There are 
several other elements to con¬ 
sider. 

The amortization period is 
how long it will take to pay off 
the total loan, which typically 
ranges from five to 25 years 
for insured mortgages through 
the Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation (CMHC). 
The longer you take to pay off 
your loan, the lower the pay¬ 
ments, but you will pay more 
in accumulated interest. 

The term of the mortgage 
is how long it lasts. It typ¬ 
ically ranges from six months 
to 10 years. When the term 
expires, you can renegotiate 
certain terms of the loan, 
transfer your loan to another 
institution, pay it off, or re¬ 
new it for another term. The 
term is essentially the total 
amortization period broken 
into smaller chunks. 


The interest rate on a mort¬ 
gage is the premium you pay 
to the lender for lending you 
money. Shop around for com¬ 
petitive rates and terms. Check 
out all the big bank websites 
as well as ratehub.ca, ratebot. 
ca, and canadamortgage.com. 


A fixed interest rate means 
that the lender can’t change 
the rate and your payment is 
set for the full term — great 
when rates are low. 

A variable rate fluctuates 
with prime rate, and is typ¬ 
ically lower than the current 


posted fixed rate allowing you 
to pay more principal. But the 
rates can fluctuate. This op¬ 
tion is good when rates are 
high but declining. 

Next, choose between an 
open or closed mortgage. 
Open mortgages cost more 


Hybrid mortgages 


• There are two hybrid 
mortgages. A capped- 
rate mortgage takes 
advantage of a variable 
rate. If the rate increases 
to a certain level, the 
mortgage locks in for the 
remainder of the term 
(thus capping the rate). 
You pay a premium for 
this mortgage structure. 
A convertible mortgage 
allows for the existing 
terms to be converted 
to new terms (hopefully, 
more favourable) after a 
certain period of time. 


because you can, at any time 
throughout the term, pay any 
portion of the loan off with¬ 
out penalty and can negotiate 
almost any term of the mort¬ 
gage at almost any time. 

A closed mortgage means 
you are committed to the 
terms and conditions of the 
mortgage until your term is 
up. 

Many lenders offer pre¬ 
payment options — lump-sum 
payments of 10 or 20 per cent 
of the original amount each 
year, “double-up” payments, 
increased regular payments, 
or accelerated weekly or bi¬ 
weekly payments. 



Rules. New guidelines 
in place for protection 


As a result of the recent fi¬ 
nancial crises, high-risk, zero- 
down mortgages are history. 
This protects both the Can¬ 
adian banking system and 
homebuyers by reducing the 
risk of loss. 

Newly tightened mortgage 
lending rules now dictate that 
a minimum of a five per cent 
down payment is required to 
make a purchase. A down pay¬ 
ment is simply calculated by 
taking a percentage of the cost 
of the home. 

Today, to qualify for an 
uninsured mortgage, a bor¬ 
rower must have a 20 per cent 
down payment. But, for many 
people, saving 20 per cent 
is out of reach. Thankfully, 
through the Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation 
(CMHC), buyers can secure an 
insured mortgage with a five 
per cent down payment. 

CMHC charges a fee for 
the insurance and publishes

• Renting to own is great 
when a buyer wants 
to test out the house 
and neighbourhood, 
or if they need time to 
rebuild credit and save 
money. The drawbacks 
are that the rent paid is 
typically at a premium, 
the initial option deposit 
is non-refundable and 
bank financing isn't 
guaranteed at the end of 
the process. 


a table of premiums, allowing 
borrowers to calculate the 
added costs. (If math freaks 
you out, use CMHC’s premium 
calculator). On a $300,000 
home, for example, a five per 
cent down payment translates 
into a $7,840 CMHC premium. 

The more you put down, 


the less insurance you will 
pay, so try to save as large a 
down payment as possible. 
Note that, long term, CMHC 
fees are lower than the value 
gained through building 
equity in your home. 

Rent-to-own options are 
home ownership solutions 
for individuals with poor or 
limited credit histoiy who 
wouldn’t otherwise qualify 
for a typical mortgage. Effect¬ 
ively, this is a lease combined 
with an exclusive option to 
purchase the home within a 
pre-specified period of time at 
a guaranteed purchase price. 

At the beginning of the 
lease, a non-refundable initial 
option fee is paid by the buyer. 
As the buyer pays rent, they 
earn lease option credits that 
are put towards the purchase 
price of the home when the 
buyer decides to exercise the 
option to purchase the prop¬ 
erty.

New album. 
Depeche Mode Just 
Can't Get Enough of 
releasing music, or 
that bluesy influence 


Depeche Mode has released 
a new album every four 
years since the early 1990s, 
so fans weren’t surprised 
by the English band’s an¬ 
nouncement in late January 
that its 13th record was com¬ 
ing soon. The blues-tinged 
Delta Machine is out March 
26 and the electronic band 
has September gigs sched¬ 
uled at the Molson Canadian 
Amphitheatre in Toronto 
and Bell Centre in Montreal. 
Band member Andy Fletcher 
talks about what influenced 


the new songs, playing 
30-year-old hits and the lead 
single Heaven. 

How did the blues inspire 
you while recording the 
new album? 

We have dabbled in this 
before, one of our most 
famous tracks, Personal 
Jesus, is very linked to blues 
music. All three of the band 
members, we have varied 
tastes in music going back 
to blues to early rock ‘n’ roll. 
I think the interesting thing 
is the mixing between blues 
and electronics and I think 
it really goes well. Obviously 
some songs such as Slow are 
more heavily blues influ¬ 
enced but even the tracks 
that are mainly electronics, 
you can still hear the blues 
influence. 


What’s on the set list for the 
new tour? 

It’s difficult getting a set 
together because there are 
so many songs now over the 
years, so many classics, and 
somehow we have to get 
a set together that sort of 
represents our whole career 
and at the same time make 
sure the new album gets its 
songs as well. It’s a bit of a 
process, but I think we’re 
getting there. 

Which of the new songs are 
likely to be played? 

Our last album, Sounds of the 
Universe, I don’t think many 
of the songs really translated 
live that well, but this album 
seems to be completely the 
opposite, it’s quite a minimal 
but powerful album and a lot 
of the tracks are sounding 


veiy good, like Soft Touch/ 
Raw Nerve. Angel is sounding 
really, really powerful, and 
Should Be Higher. We can’t 
play, unfortunately, too many 
songs from the new album 
because we have fans that go 
back such a long way, it’d be 
a bit selfish, I think, just play¬ 
ing a lot of songs off the new 
album and disregarding tracks 
from our career. 

Have you considered a mod¬ 
ern makeover to older tracks 
like Just Can’t Get Enough 
that fans want to hear live 
but no longer reflect your 
current musical style? 

You can’t modernize Just 
Can’t Get Enough, it’s a 
classic pop song, it has a 
classic sound, you just have 
to play it. It’s one of the most 
famous tracks of the ’80s. If 


you tried to modernize it, it’d 
be horrible. I think it stands 
up as a classic track and ob¬ 
viously you have to position 
it in the set list where it’ll 
sound the most comfortable, 
but I think we’d be doing the 
song — such a part of our 
histoiy — a disservice to tiy 
to modernize it. 

Why Heaven as lead single? 
Was it the label’s preference? 

I don’t think the label 
would’ve chosen that song. 
We just felt it was the right 
sound to introduce the 
album. Great song. Commer¬ 
cially it doesn’t really stand 
up, it’s too slow, but for us 
it’s the perfect taste for the 
album itself.... It is import¬ 
ant to us still to have success 
but not at all costs.”

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Demetri Martin keeps his worries at bay 



New book. Absurdist 
comedian is putting 
his existential crisis on 
ice by penning his new 
book Point Your 
Face at This

After Demetri Martin left 
New York for California a few 
years ago, he realized the rea¬ 
son he does the thoughtfully 
silly type of comedy he does. 

“I would go for these long 
beach walks, and bring my 
notebook, daydreaming and 
writing,” he says. 

“I do like going for walks 
and kind of escaping, which 
is probably why I don’t do a 
lot of topical material, if any. 
I just don’t feel as inspired 
by any of that. But it was this 
beautiful day and I was walk¬ 
ing home and it was like the 
end of the day and it was 
sunset and there was hardly 
anybody on the beach. The 
ocean was on my left, I had 


flip-flops in my backpack and 
the water was hitting my feet 
and I remember thinking, 
‘I’m gonna freaking die!’ I got 
all the distractions away, all 
the New York stuff that keeps 
me from woriying about real¬ 
ly big stuff, so I had to escape 
into some stupid line draw¬ 


ings or jokes or whatever, 
because it’s just kind of too 
much.” 

The tools he uses to hold 
his existential crisis at bay 
enables his audience to also 
stop thinking about their 
own mortality. His brand new 
book, Point Your Face at This, 


is a compilation of these self- 
described “stupid line draw¬ 
ings” that mine a similar life- 
affirming absurdity as The 
Far Side. 

“I do remember, as a kid, 
Gaiy Larson being one of my 
first favourite things that I 
found funny,” says Martin. 



“I used to just pop into the 
bookstore and not have any 
money to buy books or any¬ 
thing, but I would just flip 
through a Far Side, prob¬ 
ably like a lot of kids, and 
just think how funny they 
were. And it was an interest¬ 
ing experience, looking at 
something on a page — often 
something without words — 
and find it funny. There was 
something so powerful about 
that for me.” 

Martin is humble about 
his skill as an artist, however, 
saying he doesn’t think his 


drawing is on par with that of 
Larson. 

“A lot of my stuff, I think 
there’s a simplicity to it, 
whether it’s by design or 
just the best that I can do,” 
he says. “It’s funny how your 
style often is really just the 
upper limits of your own ef¬ 
fort.

Though Point Your Face at 
This features the sort of draw¬ 
ings that Martin has been in¬ 
jecting into his standup for 
years, his current show does 
not feature extra emphasis 
on drawing. He says although 
he likes to dabble in drawing, 
music and longer-form writ¬ 
ing, standup is still his first 
love. 

“Standup is so fun because 
you get immediate feedback,” 
he says. “You can think of 
stuff and improvise it right 
there onstage, or think of it 
earlier in the day and then 
you get to say it and see what 
the audience thinks.”

Easter and April Fool’s in one 



Crafts. Paint, foil 
transform papier-

Easter and April Fool’s Day may 
be far apart in spirit, but they’re 
jammed together on the calen¬ 
dar this year. Here’s a quick and 
inexpensive craft project that 
can cany over from one to the 
other: faux chocolate eggs. 

Given people’s weakness 
for chocolate, you likely can’t 
put out a bowl of pretty foil- 
wrapped chocolate eggs a week 
before Easter and expect them 


Materials 


• papier-mache eggs 

• brown satin finish spray paint 
or acrylic craft paint 

• satin finish clear sealant or 
varnish (if using craft paint) 

• paint brush (if using craft 
paint) 

• large cardboard box lined 
with waxed paper or parch¬ 
ment paper for containing 
over-spray (if using spray paint) 

• foil sheets made for candy 
wrappers 

• white glue or Mod Podge 


to last until the holiday. But 
you can get the same effect — 
without the temptation — by 
painting papier-mache eggs 
and partially wrapping them 
with pastel-hued foil. Piled in a 
glass canister or arranged in a 
simple bowl, these eggs make 
a sweet Easter display that will 
last for years. 


Instructions 

1. If using spray paint, place 
eggs in lined cardboard box 
and, working in well-ventilat¬ 
ed area, apply several coats of 
paint. Follow directions on can¬ 
ister to determine diying time 
between coats. Turn eggs to 
make sure you are painting all 
sides. Three or four light coats 


of paint should be enough. 

2. If using craft paint, use brush 
to apply three coats of paint, 
allowing eggs to diy between 
coats. If using craft paint, apply 
one coat of satin finish varnish. 
Allow eggs to diy. 

3 . Cut piece of coloured foil a

bit taller than height of egg and 
wide enough to wrap around 
it. Cut slits roughly 1-inch long 
along one of the long edges. 
This will make it easier to fold 
the foil tightly around the bot¬ 
tom of the egg. 

4 . Brush glue or Mod Podge on 
the lower 2/3 of an egg, then 
wrap foil around egg, with 
fringed edge at the bottom, 
wider end of the egg. 

5 . Brushing on more glue as 
needed, press foil tightly against 
egg, overlapping the cut pieces 
at bottom. At top, squeeze the 
foil together and twist it tightly. 
Cut off the excess. 

6. Once the egg is entirely 
covered in foil, peel some off 
to create the appearance of a 
candy egg that’s been partially 
unwrapped, the associated press

Don’t forget good manners 


• Protocol should be 
observed, which means 
you only sit down when 
the interviewer has sat 
down. Be aware of body 
language in the reception 
area too. 


• Don’t be dismissive, 
over-excited or rude. 

Be engaged, warm and 
observe any rules such as 
signing in and putting on 
an ID badge. 


• At the end of the interview, 
only stand up when the 
interviewer has stood 
up. If they’ve wrapped it 
up and are taking notes, 
you could ask if you may 
leave — or engage them a 
little more by asking how 
you did. 


important than what you ver¬ 
bally communicate. 

“At a rational level, that’s 
hard to comprehend,” says 
Stefan Danis, CEO of Man¬ 
drake and NEXCareer. “But at 
an emotional level, we have 
sensors that catch other parts 
of one’s behaviour around 
body language, voice inflec¬ 
tion and general energy level, 
and the evidence shows that 
it’s 90 per cent of the experi¬ 
ence that’s remembered 
whereas content — or the 


answers during an interview 
— is less than 10 per cent. We 
remember how the individual 
interviewed, not what they 
said.” 

This means, even though you 
could have the most riveting 
answer to that question about 
your leadership style, if you 
answer in a monotone voice 
with your arms crossed and 
looking out the window, your 
response will mean nothing. 

Here are seven ways body 
language can help you get the 


job: 

Be the follower 

If the interviewer comes to 
get you, follow them through 
their office, and don’t lead in 
any way. When you get to the 
room, quickly assess the po¬ 
tential tactical advantage in 
terms of where you should sit. 
Again, the choice should place 
the interviewer in the head 
position (such as the head of 
the table). If you’re making 
a presentation as part of the 
interview process, it’s appro¬ 


priate to stand but best to ask 
permission, says Danis. 

Make a good first 
impression 

When you first meet your 
interviewer, be sure to radi¬ 
ate positive energy and avoid 
a “claw-like” or clammy hand¬ 
shake. Consider tilting your 
hand a little bit to give the 
other person the higher hand. 

Friendly body language 

Avoid crossing your arms and

leaning back in your chair, 
which may force the inter¬ 
viewer to lean forward. Lean¬ 
ing in is a friendlier posture. 
Also, don’t fidget. And dem¬ 
onstrate that you are organ¬ 
ized by being tidy with your 
laptop, purse, etc., when you 
first arrive. 

Make eye contact 

Avoid looking down or away 
from the interviewer, because 
not giving proper eye contact 
may signal a lack of inter¬ 
est, says Danis. Taking notes 
during the interview shows 
focus and interest in what 
the interviewer is saying. It 
also gives you a bit of a break 
from constant eye contact. “In 
any case, it should never be a 
stare-down — 75 per cent of 
the time, look into the per¬ 
son’s eyes, particularly when 
they’re talking.”

University of St. Thomas 
professor Stephen D. Brook¬ 
field is perhaps the most 
prolific writer on adult 
higher education in the U.S. 

His books use personal 
experience to flesh out his 
teaching philosophy. Brook- 
fied’s latest, Powerful Tech¬ 
niques for Teaching Adults, 
takes a look at power dy¬ 
namics. 

“Power is everywhere 
in the classroom. You can’t 
avoid it,” he says from his 
office in Saint Paul, Minn. 
“So I thought, instead of 


writing a book that’s full of 
these approaches — which 
is probably what people are 
expecting — let’s examine 
how these power dynamics 
skew the way teaching tech¬ 
niques are experienced by 
students.” 

Powerful Techniques 
touches on a number of con¬ 
cepts Brookfield has written 
about before: developing 
critical thinking, facilitat¬ 
ing discussion, utilizing the 
creative arts. But this time 
the author emphasizes the 
adjustments he has made to 
his teaching style due to no¬ 
tions of power and trust. 

Though Brookfield is still 
a believer in student-con¬ 
trolled, self-directed learn¬ 
ing, he now introduces the 
concept with more than a 
touch of caution. 

“If I’m asking people to 
make decisions about the 
curriculum, or I’m involv¬ 
ing them in setting up the 
grading system, one of the 


responses I often get is: 
‘You’re playing a game with 
us and we don’t know what 
your agenda is,”’ he ex¬ 
plains. 

“So now I begin by saying, 
‘Here are the non-negotiable 
things about the class; here 
are the things I want you to 
decide; and here are places 
where we can negotiate.’ By 
being less naive about us all 
having the same power, I’m 
able to gain a student’s trust 
and build something from 
there.”
